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Car crash chaos in Cookstown

A woman involved in a serious three-vehicle 
crash at Cookstown's main intersection, Thurs¬ 
day morning, was airlifted to a Toronto hospital 
in serious condition. 

The crash occurred around 10:30 a.m. after a 
56-year-old female driver of a Ford Fusion 
smashed into a brick building at the intersec¬ 
tion of highways 27 and 89, seriously damaging 
the heritage designated structure. 

There were no injuries to the occupants of 
the building or the two other vehicles involved. 

Innisfil firefighters had to extricate the 
woman from the vehicle, which mounted the 
curb and sidewalk before coming to rest 
against the former restaurant. 

"The crash caused extensive structural 
damage to the building, which has now been 
evacuated and will not be reoccupied until fur¬ 
ther notice, according to the Town of Innisfil 
engineering department," South Simcoe police 
Const. Richard Williamson said from the scene. 

Williamson said the woman's car was west¬ 
bound on Highway 89 approaching the inter¬ 
section when, for reasons unknown at this 
time, the vehicle lost control and went off the 
road, narrowly missing two stopped vehicles at 
the intersection. 

It then took out the light standard — includ¬ 
ing traffic lights and crosswalk signals — which 
fell on the two other vehicles. It also took out a 
large sign at the Shell gas station on the corner. 
The Ford Fusion then continued on and 
careened into the building on the northwest 
corner. 

"We don't believe alcohol to be a factor. It 
appears it may actually be due to speed. We're 


not exactly sure why. Our investigation is con¬ 
tinuing," Williamson said. 

Traffic, including dozens of transport trucks, 
was backed up east and west of Cookstown 
until one lane of the intersection was opened 
around 11:30 a.m. 

The intersection was not going to be fully 
opened for a couple of hours while the crash 
was investigated. 

A horizontal pole from the flattened traffic 
signal was sent flying 50 metres down the street 
from the crash scene. 

Cookstown resident Lavana Zrnoh watched 
the crash unfold. 

"I was just getting back from walking my dog. 
I could've been under the wheels of that car," 
she said, looking across the street moments 
after paramedics loaded the injured woman 
into an ambulance. "People were looking for 
me after the crash. 

"I saw everything flying through the air. An 
eavestrough from the building ended up in the 
middle of the road," she said, adding the badly 
damaged building normally had customers 
that might have otherwise been injured. 

"There are usually tables and chairs set up 
outside," she said. "I don't know how this hap¬ 
pened. The fact that more people weren't 
injured in this crash is a miracle." 

Tammy Fortin owns the brick heritage build¬ 
ing the car ran into. Approximately five metres 
of the side of the building facing Highway 89 
was off kilter a few degrees from the impact of 
the crash. There was also extensive damage to 
the interior of the first floor. 

"It totally shifted the whole bottom floor of 
the building. People in the offices upstairs said 
the sound was incredible and un-describable," 
Fortin said, adding she was grateful no one else 


was injured. 

"We're closed after five years as of June 30 
after watching transport trucks just miss this 
building. We had hoped to rent it out to 
another person for a restaurant, but I guess 
that's on hold for now." 

Julie Batten was in the third-floor loft office 
space of Fortin's building when the crash took 
place. 

"I heard a smack like there was no tomorrow 
that shook the whole building. I didn't hear the 
screeching of tires or anything," she said. "I ran 
to the front and saw a car in the corner of the 
building. 

"Thank God the restaurant was closed." 



HST on the Sale or 
Transfer of Farmland 

If you are thinking about buying or selling farmland, 
there is important HST information that you should be 
aware of before you sign on the dotted line. 

Farmland is generally considered by the CRA to 
mean land that is regularly used by a person for the 
purpose of gaining or producing income from a farming 
business carried on by the person. It may include vacant 
land (eg bush area) that may not be used directly in a 
farming business, along with any buildings that form 
part of the farmland. Additionally, any fixtures on the 
farmland (eg barn, stable) form part of the farmland. As 
a general rule, the sale of farmland is taxable unless an 
exemption applies. 

HST Exemptions: 

Sale or Transfer to a Related Person or Former 
Spouse or Common Law Partner 

Where individuals acquire farmland from a relative for 
their individual use and enjoyment (so not to be used as 
a business). In this situation, the farmland must have 
been used in the business of farming at some time prior 
to the transfer, but not used in any other commercial 
activity immediately before the transfer. 

Sale by a Corporation/Trust to a Partner, 
Beneficiary, Shareholder or Related Person 

Must be for the purchaser’s personal use and 
enjoyment (not a business), where immediately before 
the transfer, all or substantially all (90% or more) of the 
property was used in the business of farming, and the 
partner, beneficiary, shareholder or related person of 
that individual is actively engaged in the business of 
the corporation/trust. 

Sale or Transfer of Personal Use Property by an 
Individual or a Trust 

Applies where farmland which has not been used 
primarily in a farming business is sold or transferred. Not 
available to land held by corporations or partnerships. 
Not available where the property has been previously 
subdivided or severed into more than 2 parts, unless 
such subdivided portions were sold to a related person 
for their personal use and enjoyment. 

Very importantly: where a sale of farmland includes a 
residence or house, the sale is viewed as two separate 
sales: 

the portion that includes the house plus land that is 
necessary for the use and enjoyment of the house (not 
subject to HST as used residential is usually exempt) 

the remaining portion of land (subject to HST if not one 
of the farmland exemptions). 

NOTE: if you are selling taxable farmland, you are 
required to collect the HST, unless you are selling to 
another HST registrant. In such a case, the registered 
purchaser has to self-assess, and is therefore required 
to remit the tax directly to the CRA. 

If you are thinking about buying or selling farmland, 
the requirements for the payment of HST can be 
complicated and tricky. Your best bet is to consult a 
lawyer and an accountant, who will be able to advise 
you accordingly.

Infrastructure tops OFA 
focus in provincial budget

As expected, there were no big 
changes in the 2014 Ontario budget that 
was reintroduced by the Liberal govern¬ 
ment on July 14. 

And while agriculture wasn't specifi¬ 
cally noted in Minister of Finance 
Charles Sousa's budget speech, there are 
a number of line items in the budget 
details earmarked for our sector. Our task 
at the Ontario Federation of Agriculture 
(OFA) now turns to ensuring funds des¬ 
tined to support Ontario's agri-food 
sector and rural communities are spent 
wisely. 

There are two positive areas for agri¬ 
culture from the budget - investments in 
infrastructure and the agri-food process¬ 
ing sector. And an area of concern with 
the proposed Ontario Retirement Pen¬ 
sion Plan and how it may impact farm 
businesses. 

The OFA welcomes the government's 
$130 billion commitment over the next 
10 years for infrastructure improve¬ 
ments, with $14 billion of those funds 
slated specifically for regions outside the 
GTA and Hamilton area. Rural Ontario 
must get its fair share of these funds to 


continue to grow and contribute to the 
provincial economy. We will be working 
closely with Minister Duguid in the Eco¬ 
nomic Development, Employment and 
Infrastructure ministry to ensure infra¬ 
structure improvements reach into rural 
Ontario. It will be critical to ensure prior¬ 
ity projects are identified in local regions 
to provide funding to include rural 
schools, health care facilities, roads, 
bridges and drainage projects. The agri¬ 
food industry depends on these 
improvements to continue to prosper 
and be a significant contributor to the 
health and wealth of all Ontarians. 

One of the most important elements of 
infrastructure investments will be the 
expansion of natural gas in rural Ontario. 
The OFA is encouraged by the govern¬ 
ment's commitment that will reduce 
energy costs for Ontario farmers and 
rural businesses. We need this invest¬ 
ment to fuel future growth across rural 
Ontario, and keep our industry strong 
and competitive. 

We also look forward to working with 
Minister Duguid on the government's 
$40 million annual commitment to 
Ontario's agri-food processing sector. 
This new Jobs and Prosperity Fund will 
support farmers, attract new invest¬ 


ments, create new jobs, and boost the 
sector's productivity and competitive¬ 
ness. Ontario has the sixth largest food 
and beverage processing industry in 
North America, and investing in process¬ 
ing will help expand the industry's reach 
in Ontario and out to export markets. 

The proposed Ontario Retirement 
Pension Plan in the budget does raise 
some concerns for OFA. Designed to 
help middle-income earners build a 
more secure retirement future through 
an employer tax, the plan could be a 
troubling issue for Ontario farmers who 
are often employer and employee. There 
have been no discussions with our sector 
on the proposed plan, and we will be 
working to understand the implications 
for Ontario agriculture. 

Ontario's agri-food industry represents 
great growth potential for our province. 
And we'll be working very closely with 
key government ministries and munici¬ 
palities, to ensure the investments 
intended for rural Ontario and the agri¬ 
culture sector are spent wisely, fairly and 
keep Growing Ontario.

D riving can be a dangerous business. But it does 
not have to be. Why is there such a seeming 
obliviousness to those who do not share the 
roadways responsibly? 

Most provinces now have distracting driving laws — 
some penalties more harsh and enforced than in other 
areas. 

It is time law enforcement gets more serious about 
executing these laws, understanding from a "proof" 
standpoint, it can be one of the most difficult tickets to 
stick. 

According to the Canadian Automobile Association, 
cellphones remain one of the most common distrac¬ 
tions for drivers. 

Drivers text-messaging on a cellphone are 23 times 
more likely to be involved in a crash or near crash com¬ 
pared with non-distracted drivers, according to a 2010 
Virginia Tech Transportation Institute study. 

Why are you on your phone, at least one that isn't 
hands-free? Not so many years ago, you had to wait for 
a phone booth. You have made it this far, why do you 
have to be yakking on your phone? 

Now there is a competitive communication function 
that is a reality of doing business today, but the selfish¬ 
ness of not giving the road your entire attention is 
morally bankrupt. 

And it doesn't mean just phones. 

It means reading (yes some people read while driv¬ 
ing, huh?), lighting smokes, putting on makeup, looking 
through a CD collection. 

In Alberta, distracted drivers are three times more 
likely to be in a crash than attentive drivers. 

Kids in cars as passengers, especially infants, also 
impact your odds of being distracted, so plan for that. 

The RCMP found in 2010 that 104 fatal accidents in 
B.C. involved distracted driving. 

Distracted pedestrians can be a big problem, too. 
How many of us have been at a busy intersection or 
crosswalk trying to keep traffic flow efficient only to 
have to make a quick stop and/or wait because some 
moron is composing a text message while walking. 
Smarten up or become a hood ornament. 

We all share the road — motorists, cyclists, pedestri¬ 
ans — and we all share responsibility to give the effort 
our entire focus. 

Do we have your attention now? 

Good. Eyes on the road.

Innisfil council met on Wednesday 
night for a special meeting to discuss 
an offer to purchase the property where 
the town's old administration building 
used to be at 2147 Innisfil Beach Rd. 

The offer was received from Med¬ 
Group, raising the possibility that the 
town will get a medical clinic if the deal 
closes as planned in October. 

It's a possibility that delighted the 
Innisfil Health Committee, which sent a 
delegation to the meeting to express its 
support for the deal. 

The committee has worked with stu¬ 
dents at York University to provide a 
qualitative study of the health needs of 
the community, and is now awaiting 
the results of the statistical analysis of 
those needs by students at Georgian 
College, Barbara Love told council. 

"The potential arrival of a medical 
clinic in Innisfil (will) help us to ame¬ 
liorate some of the stress local families 
are experiencing (as they attempt to 
access health services)," she said. 

Council also supported the deal for 
the property, which is part of the town's 
campus lands on Innisfil Beach Road 
near Yonge Street. 

The old town hall was sold to Innisfil 
Hydro Distribution in 2012 for 
$650,000, but after demolishing the 
building Innisfil Hydro determined the 
property was not suited to its needs. 
The distribution company purchased a 
larger property on Yonge Street just 
south of the campus land and resold 
the site to the municipality for 


$663,500. 

MedGroup has offered $666,768 for 
the parcel of land, conditional on all 
inspections and environmental tests 
ensuring that the property meets the 
needs of the prospective purchasers. 

Coun. Doug Lougheed congratulated 
town staff for working on the deal. 

"Staff have certainly known about the 
need for a medical facility in this com¬ 
munity," he said, suggesting that 
should the sale go through, the town 
will "have a medical facility to be proud 
of." 

Coun. Lynn Dollin noted that some 
neighbouring municipalities have 
"given away property" in an attempt to 
recruit new medical facilities. "To get 
fair market value for the property, and a 
medical centre, is just a win-win," she 
said. 

Manager of economic and commu¬ 
nity development Marc Seguin later 
noted that the buyers were approved 
because "from a staff perspective, they 
meet all the needs of the community." 

But the purchase is by no means a 
done deal. 

"At this point we're being cautiously 
optimistic," Seguin said. "This is a very 
exciting stepping stone." 

There are still a number of condi¬ 
tions to be met before the property is 
sold, including environmental testing, 
but, he said, "We're going to be doing 
everything we can." 

If the deal does go through, the 
money from the sale will be used to 
offset the cost of the new public works 
operations centre, which has co¬ 
located with Innisfil Hydro. 
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Students carry 
a heavy load 


(STAFF) - Students in Georgian 
College's Policing Foundations Pro¬ 
gram are carrying a heavy load for a 
good cause.

Earlier this week, they made their 
way through Innisfil and into Barrie, 
stopping at the Sobeys on Mapleview 
Drive for a barbecue. 

On Thursday afternoon, they 
stopped in Orillia and visited the 
Royal Canadian Legion, Branch 34. 

"We are providing some food for 
them and they will stay here 
overnight," said Colin Waclcett, a 
legion volunteer. 

"They would really love to meet and 
talk to our local veterans." 


The trek is designed to remind 
Canadians of the sacrifices made by 
Canadian troops, and the "rucking" - 
walking long distances with loaded 
packs - that was part of military train¬ 
ing. 

It is also a fundraiser for a new 
Canadian Heroes retreat in Northern 
Ontario, for veterans and first respon¬ 
ders struggling with post traumatic 
stress disorder (PTSD). 

"We are really encouraging our 
younger veterans - those who were in 
the first war in Iraq, in Afghanistan 
and other UN missions - to come to 
the legion and talk to these students," 
said Wackett. 

"We know PTSD effects many of our 
veterans and these students would 
like to talk to them about their experi¬ 
ences." 

Local veterans were invited to drop 
into the facility at that time to share 
their stories. 

They expect to reach the legion in 
Parry Sound on July 28.

It's an "Elf" - a pedal and solar-powered tri¬ 
cycle, "one of the first 5 in Canada," says 
driver Stephen Szucs (pronounced 'Such').. 

The vehicle and its Rethink Tour are spon¬ 
sored by No Commission Annuity.com out of 
Florida, and Szucs has been challenged to 
drive the Elf across Canada and the U.S. - 
eventually ending up in Key West, Fla. 

Along the way, he'll interact with the 
people he meets, and encourage a change in 
thinking, moving towards a more sustainable 
future. "The idea is to get one million people 
to commit to sustainable change," he says. 
The Tour will also focus on the people and 
places already embracing sustainability, and 
how they are shifting the world toward a 
better future - and eventually, help build the 
world's largest "Sustainability" network. 

Right now, Szucs says, change can seem 
overwhelming - but it can be achieved one 
small step at a time. The Rethink Tour hopes 
"to make sustainability easy for the average 
Joe." 

That's why Szucs launched sustainable- 
joes.com - a website that invites people to 
share their reasons for adopting a more sus¬ 
tainable lifestyle, take the Sustainability 
pledge, and recommend stops on the tour, 
highlighting sustainable people and projects. 

He expects to take several months to reach 
Key West, zigzagging across the continent, 
and stopping in communities along the way. 
Eventually, he plans to take the Rethink Tour 
worldwide. 

"Sustainability engages all of humanity, 
therefore I believe we have to engage all of 
humanity," Szucs says. "It's about building 
relationships," and sharing information.

DUI ruling won’t affect protocol: Police

Police must make every effort possible to 
get suspected impaired drivers access to legal 
counsel, a Supreme Court ruling emphasized 
last week. 

In a 5-0 decision recently handed down 
the court ruled that an Alberta police officer's 
mistakes in a 2008 case were so serious that it 
threw out the conviction of a man who drove 
drunk, crashed his truck and seriously 
injured three of his passengers. 

Police must allow a suspect a reasonable 
opportunity to speak to a lawyer before offi¬ 
cers can collect evidence, according to the 
ruling. 

According to the high court, police did not 
give the accused the right to speak to counsel 
either at the scene of the crash, or before he 
was brought to hospital and had his blood 
taken. 

A blood analysis revealed the driver had a 
blood-alcohol concentration over the legal 
limit. He was charged with three counts of 
impaired driving causing bodily harm and 
later convicted. 

The Alberta Court of Appeal threw out the 
conviction and the Supreme Court agreed by 
saying police violated the driver's Section 10 
charter rights, which give him the right "to 
retain and instruct counsel without delay." 

The Supreme Court ruled that a hospital is 
not a charter-free zone. 

"This is a case not so much about delay in 
facilitating access (to legal counsel), but 
about its complete denial," fustice Rosalie 


Abella wrote on behalf of the court. "(The 
driver's) rights were violated by the failure on 
the part of the police to take any steps to facil¬ 
itate (his) requested access to counsel." 

OPP Sgt. Pierre Chamberland said he does¬ 
n't think the decision will change the way 
provincial police officers arrest a suspected 
drunk driver, adding that giving them access 
to counsel is the norm. 

"I have been an officer for over 30 years 
and this has always been a basic require¬ 
ment," he said from OPP Headquarters in 
Orillia. "A person under arrest for an 
impaired type of driving offence must always 
be given an opportunity to speak to counsel 
prior to the test being administered. 

"The right of a person to seek counsel is a 
basic right under the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms and must be provided 
without exception. In Ontario, there is a 24/7, 
365-days-a-year toll-free number in effect 
that a person under arrest can call if they do 
not have a pre-existing lawyer of choice (duty 
counsel)." 

Barrie police Sgt. Glen Furlong agreed that 
officers have to make some reasonable effort 
to contact the counsel of choice for an indi¬ 
vidual. 

"The Supreme Court actually said that a 
hospital or any other type of area where 
someone is receiving treatment (after) an 
accident is not a charter-free zone. There's an 
obligation for (officers) at some point to make 
enquiries to see if (the accused) can have a 
room for 10 minutes," he said. "If you can't 
get a hold of counsel of choice, you have to 
make efforts to reach some sort of counsel 


before you start making enquiries or making 
seizures." 

Furlong said the Supreme Court stated the 
Alberta officer didn't articulate enough as to 
what efforts he made to try and contact coun¬ 
sel for the driver charged with impaired. 

"He has every right to speak to counsel," he 
said, adding police must make every effort to 
make that happen, although in some cases, 
getting in touch with counsel can be difficult. 

"We've gone more than over the top to try 
to get this (access to counsel) facilitated (in 
many cases over the years) and we couldn't 
do it so we move forward," Furlong said. 

An arrested person's insistence to secure a 
particular lawyer can complicate things fur¬ 
ther. 

"Do you want to speak to another lawyer 
and he says 'Nope, that's my lawyer'. Well if 
you're not willing to speak to someone else, 
we're moving forward on this breath test. We 
have to," he said. "It's the understanding of 
how far you have to go to accommodate the 
accused in getting that right to getting that 
phone call. 

"The Supreme Court is saying 'You've got to 
go pretty far' or you better be able to explain 
to us why (there was) a decision to move for¬ 
ward or seize this stuff without him speaking 
to counsel," Furlong added. "It comes down 
to an officer's experience and their under¬ 
standing of the law." 

South Simcoe police Const. Richard 
Williamson said "absolutely nothing will 
change" for his police department as a result 
of the Supreme Court decision. 

"We always give arrested persons their 


rights to counsel, and reasonable opportunity 
to speak to a lawyer before breath tests are 
conducted," he said. "A person has the right 
to speak to a lawyer in private, which could 
be as simple as using a cellphone in a hospi¬ 
tal room while the officer waits out of earshot. 
At the station, we have a private phone room 
in the cell area that is soundproof and not 
recorded. 

"While speaking to a lawyer might be prob¬ 
lematic at a scene, there would be a way to 
allow it in a hospital setting. In my opinion, 
this is not case law, in that it doesn't change 
existing practices. It merely clarifies them in 
the hospital setting," Williamson said. 

Mothers Against Drunk Driving (MADD) 
spokesman Andy Murie said there's no 
change in protocol as a result of the ruling. 

"I can't understand why the police did not 
give the individual in this case the right to 
legal counsel. It makes no sense," he said, 
adding "99.9% of the time, when police are 
doing an impaired, that process goes 
through. It was a hospital setting so I don't 
know if the (Alberta) officer thought because 
they were in a hospital that they got a warrant 
(for a blood sample) and didn't need to get a 
right-to-counsel. 

"But I think somewhere in this, the police 
who were in charge of the investigation made 
an error, the court picked it up. I agree with 
the Appeal Court and I agree with the 
Supreme Court. That's part of our due 
process here: access to counsel. 

"The shame of this is three people got hurt, 
and this guy was over the legal limit, and he's 
waking away on a technicality."

More than just plowing

ESSA TWP. — There will be more 
than just plowing when the 2014 
International Plowing Match and 
Rural Expo (IPM) comes to Essa 
Township in September. 

There will be many other aspects to 
the event — being held at the farm of 
Barry and Ivan Degeer, east of Ivy at 
the 20th Sideroad and 10th Line of 
Essa, from Sept. 16-20 — besides the 
plowing competitions that will see 80 
horses in 40 teams taking part. 

Organizers are expecting 100,000 
people over the five days. 

Besides the Queen of Furrow — 
where the ladies get a chance to show 
off their skills — local politicians will 
try their hand at plowing. 

Visitors will also see antique and 
modern tractor plowing as well as 
hundreds of agricultural-related dis¬ 
plays and exhibits, a dog show and the 
Dodge Rodeo. 

But IPM education chairwoman 
Anne Arksey said the educational 
component of the plowing match is 
also very important and will give 
young and older visitors to the county 
— and those from urban areas of the 
province — a chance to learn more 
about Simcoe County and life on the 
farm. 

"Many people may know very little 
about agriculture and activities that 
take place in rural Ontario," she said. 
"Students and the general public will 
be able to visit an interactive area to 
learn more about the food we eat. This 
historical approach will show every¬ 
one how we have needed to adapt 
throughout the years to produce our 
food." 


Arksey said there will something for 
every age in the IPM's education area. 

"We will try to have things in both 
French and English to honour the 
many French-speaking citizens in our 
county," she said. 

"We hope to have a tee pee from 
Rama First Nations set up where the 
students from Eastview Secondary 
School's First Nations culture class 
will be engaging students regarding 
First Nations," Arksey added. "Scott 
Carpenter from the Metis Nation will 
have a display of Metis artifacts and 
give demonstrations and talks about 
this important part of our Simcoe 
County history." 

There will be a display created by 
the Simcoe County Museum which 
has been rotating through various 
libraries in Simcoe County throughout 
the last two years celebrating the War 
of 1812. 

"We will be celebrating the final 
year of the war and its 200th anniver¬ 
sary. We hope to have a wonderful 
display from Canadian Forces Base 
Borden celebrating the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of World War One," Arksey said. 
"And the 15 major museums in the 
county will be working together to 
show history through the years here in 
Simcoe County. This should be a fab¬ 
ulous display for everyone to visit." 

Visitors will find everything they 
ever wanted to know about horses in 
the Equimania display. 

"Knowledgeable personnel will be 
on hand to guide you through every¬ 
thing from what a horse eats, the 
anatomy of a horse, to riding 'Shorty' 
for people who are young or young at 
heart. Don't forget to pick up your 
horse hat when you visit," she said. 

See how farms in our area have 


changed in the plants and animals 
tent. 

"Don't miss the opportunity to see 
the Barrie Hill Farms display showing 
its changes from a tobacco operation 
to one of the biggest and most suc¬ 
cessful fruit farms in the area," she 
said. "Sheep shearing, goat milking 
and even milking ’Moonica’ the cow 
are some of the fun activities in our 
animal tent." 

The Simcoe County Farm Comes to 
Town exhibit will play a major role in 
educating the public about cattle, 
sheep, pigs, horses, and chickens. 

A honey bee display will also hope¬ 
fully be available. 

The Grain Farmers of Ontario Edu¬ 
cational Trailer will feature hands-on 
activity-based things to see and do for 
all ages. 

The Nottawasaga Valley Conserva¬ 
tion Authority is taking a lead in the 
Future Tent with Ontario Fur Man¬ 
agers, Trees Ontario, 4-H, Scouts and 
more. 

Essa Township libraries will be dis¬ 
playing various books and material 
available about agriculture and rural 
activities. 

The Little Sprouts tent will see stu¬ 
dents in Eastview’s leadership class 
helping to keep children six and 
under involved and motivated with 
plenty of fun activities.

Beach Safety 


Beach water quality monitoring usually begins mid June and 
continues to the end of August. 

An advisory is a warning to swimmers but it is not a beach 
closure. During an advisory, a beach is posted with warning 
signs when the water contains levels of bacteria that indicate 
there may be an increased risk of developing minor skin, eye, 
ear, nose and throat infections and stomach disorders. If you 
choose to swim during an advisory it may be prudent to avoid 
ducking your head or swallowing the water. 

A beach closure is issued when a catastrophic event occurs 
or an immediate risk to health is present. Sewage spills or toxic 
chemical releases are examples. Beach closures are rare. 

As we are now experiencing warmer temperatures, and we 
head off to our local beaches, you are encouraged to visit the 
website to ensure there is no advisory or closure. http://www.
